IN  ALL  CASES.  List  values  are  printed  after  all  items  and  these  should 
be  your  guide  in  bidding.  The  prices  are  not  inflated  in  any  way. 

Unlimited  or  Buy  bids  will  be  accepted  and  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible.  In  case  of  two  such  bids  on  the  same  item,  the  first  one  re¬ 
ceived  will  be  acted  on. 

The  terms  of  this  sale  are  cash  promptly  on  receipt  of  goods.  Remit 
by  check,  money  order  or  whatever  is  most  convenient.  Our  Rochester 
banks  do  not  charge  exchange  on  any  checks.  Successful  bidders  will  be 
immediately  notified  after  sale,  and  coins  shipped  at  once,  if  credit  refer¬ 
ences  are  O.K.  There  is  no  charge  for  executing  bids,  but  postage  paid 
is  usually  added  to  invoice.  In  recent  sales  I  have  been  putting  invoice  in 
with  coins,  which  is  permitted  by  P.  0.  Department. 

If  you  are  bidding  for  the  first  time  put  references  on  back  of  bid 
sheet.  As  I  do  not  send  my  sale  catalogues  to  every  one,  I  have  had  no 
trouble  thus  far.  Coin  collectors  are  usually  the  finest  people  in  their 
communities. 

As  I  expect  to  have  sales  about  every  month,  if  you  have  any  fine 
coins,  you  wish  to  include  in  my  October  sale,  send  them  on  as  soon  as 
possible.  Copy  for  each  sale  is  handed  to  printer  at  least  six  weeks  before 
termination  of  time  limit. 

Every  month  parcels  of  coins  come  in  too  late  to  be  included  so 
send  on  your  parcels  as  soon  as  you  read  this  notice  and  then  you  are 
sure  to  be  in  time  for  the  next  sale.  I  prefer  only  the  finest  of  material. 
Almost  every  collector  has  some  choice  duplicates.  Why  not  let  me  turn 
them  into  cash  for  you  and  get  better  and  larger  returns  than  if  you 
attempted  to  sell  to  a  dealer.  He  cannot  afford  to  pay  you  more  than  a 
fraction  of  list  price. 

The  collection  of  over  two  thousand  Pieces  included  in  my  April 
sale  sold  well.
